A FAMOUS SOCIETY. 


History of th«? Roman Arcadia, of Which Leo 


XIII. is a Member. 


The Pope,, a*, it is well known1 has been 


.1 member otj the Arcadia many years. 
Arcadia is th|e celebrated literarV Roman 
socit t y that ij\ u.s founded in thiiL city at 
the end of th'e se%enteeth century. 
Its 


first meeting^ Au-re held in the 
Riaiio, now t'rosini Lunagara,, 
then by Christina, of Sweden. That 
Queen was its first patroness. The mem- 
bers of the society originally were learned 
men \\lio formed the literary cdurt that 
assembled around that remark ible wo- 
man 
The fij-st meeting was held on the 


24th of January, 1656, over 200 jears a?o. 
The celebrate|d jurisconsult, Gravma, w'as 
one of the firfet officers of Arcadia, and 
dre\\ its beautiful table of laws. 
The 


mam md of tjhe society was the study of 
moral philosophy, and poetry was after- 
wards added. j The first President was 


, the 
distinguished 
Crescembeni. 
He 


•wrote a history of the society, asl well as 
many other literary works. When the 
Queen of Swtjden died. 1689, the academy 
became an independent society. Its meet- 
ings were sometimes held in th6 Farnese 
wardens on the Palatine, then inihe Giai 
diDo Gucndsio, on the lonely and beauti- 
ful A\ en tine; it was at that lime the 
places of meeting took the names of Bo- 
sen Parrasio and Arcadia, and the society 
continued th(J custom, still adhered to, 
Of imposing (^reek poetical names on its 
members in cbnfoimity to the first pastor- 
al idea*.

The first meeting of Arcadia £ s an in- 


dependent society was^ on/Jhei 5th of* 
October, 1689j, on Moifte Janiouhrai^ in 
the classic garden of the Convent' "of ' St.
